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FY 2009 Foreign Assistance Goals 

In FY 2009, the International Organizations and Programs (IO&P) account provided United States 
voluntary contributions to international organizations to advance key U.S. strategic goals. IO&P 
contributions supported multilateral collaboration in sustainable development, democracy, 
environment, humanitarian affairs, and security issues, and in turn, advanced international solutions 
to new challenges that are occurring in an increasingly globalized world. 

The United States is a strong supporter of the United Nations (UN) system and other international 
organizations and programs. The IO&P account provided contributions to the core resources of 
several major UN funds and programs, including the UN Children's Fund (UNICEF), the UN 
Development Program, and the United Nations Population Fund (UNFPA). In addition, the 
account provided earmarked contributions that supported more than 20 other programs and 
activities. 

Highlights by Program Objective 

• During the most recent reporting year, UNICEF led or joined emergency responses in 78 
countries, reaching 15.2 million children with health care; 5.6 million with water, sanitation, 
and hygiene interventions; and 4.3 million with nutritional supplements 

• By the end of 2009, the United Nations Development Fund for Women Trust Fund 
supported over 304 initiatives in nearly 121 countries and territories. These initiatives focus 
on implementing national laws, policies, and action plans that address eliminating violence 
against women. 



Programs discussed in this publication are funded through the Department of State. The U.S. Agency for International 
Development does not currently provide direct assistance to IO&P. 
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• The United Nations Population Fund was provided additional resources to support more 
program interventions. In 2008, UNFPA's projects and technical assistance in 158 countries 
and territories improved the health of mothers and their children, helped prevent HIV 
infection, empowered women, promoted sustainable development, and stemmed the rise of 
sexual violence and pregnancy-related deaths in humanitarian crises. 

• United States participation in and contributions to the UN Framework Convention on 
Climate Change helped to advance specific Administration initiatives regarding clean energy 
technology, and similarly, contributions to the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change 
helped advance Administration initiatives regarding climate change science and technology, 
including global observation systems, carbon sequestration, and climate modeling 

• The United Nations Office for the Coordination of Humanitarian Affairs responded to 
some 55 emergencies, including natural disasters, armed conflict, and epidemics 
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
